WITH REVOLVER. 


FAMOUS HOLD-UP MAN LOCATED 
AFTER FOUR YEARS.

Leader of Notorious Gang That 
Operated in This Vicinity Identified 


in San Francisco Jail—Will Be 
Brought Here and Tried for Pie- 
turesque Crimes, 


After eluding the local police for 
nearly four years, Albert Howell, bet- 
ter known to the authorities here as 
Al Howe, was definitely located in the 
San Francisco County Jall yesterday, 
and will be brought here in a few 
days to answer for numerous highway 
hold-ups and burglaries in which he 
participated in Los Angeles and vi- 
cinity in the fall of 1905. 

He is now serving a year euptenet 
in San Francisca for petty larceny, 
but will be turned over to the local 
officers to be prosecuted on the more 
serious charges. The police heard sev- 
eral days ago that a man answering 
the description of Howell was in the 
northern jail. A deputy sheriff who 
was going there was asked to make 
inquiry. He carried warrants which 
have been in existence more than three 
years. He established the identity of 
Howell. and showed the warrants to 
the bay officials. On the presentation 
of the papers the northern police sig- 
nified their willingness to turn Howell 
over. 

Howell was the leader of a notorious 
gang which operated in this vicinity 
in the fall of 1905. Others in the band 
were E. L. Patterson and a man named 
| Badineau. The trio made a practice 
of visiting road houses, entering into 
the poker games, which were then al- 
lowed, familiarizing themselves with 
the premises, leaving with the promise 
that they would return, goimg back a 
few hours later and holding up ail 
persons in reach at the points of re- 
volvers, taking their money and valu- 
ables.

At the present time the army of 
France is drawn up in readiness for battle with 
the industrial mobs intent upon having their way, 
right or wrong, by force if necessary. 

The conditions prevailing in Paris might well at- 
tract the attention of governments all over the 
world, but they seem to have no effect at all upon 


in London. 

The budget laid before Parliament for the en- 
penses of the current year ‘calls for $810,000,000. 
This is an enormous increase over the average tax- 
ation of even recent years. The rise comes from 
the necessity of building warships of the most 
costly type to keep pace with similar activity on 
the other side of the North Sea, and to furnish the 
enormous sums required to meet the old-age pen- 


spiration of the government in control of affairs. 
It was announced in Parliament that these two 
costly undertakings would not be less, but more, in 
the future. If they should be much more the taxes 
imposed upon the English people would approxi- 
mate very closely to the revenue required for car- 
rying on the American government. Now, not only 
has the German Empire provided for the imme- 
diate construction of eight battleships of the most 
costly type, but Austria is out with a programme 


close as that between England and France, impos- 
ing upon Great Britain the ‘task of providing with 
all possible promptness for the construction of 
fifteen battleships costing $10,000,000 each. If the 
old-age pensions are to be extended in their scope 
the budget to be presented to the next Parliament 
will easily run to $1,000,000,000 or over, calling 
for a revenue as large as that of the United States. 

There is a great difference between taxation in 
Great Britain and in the United States. Some of 
our revenue still comes from the sale of — public 
lands; we derive also a very large revenue from 
excise tax upon liquors-and tobacco; but the bulk 
of it is raised by imposts levied upon goods im- 
ported from abroad. With us the Federal govern-. 
ment in times of peace imposes no direct taxation. 
In England direct taxation has to be resorted to in 
order to raise a very large ratio & the revenue. 
For example, in case of death the estate is first 
taxed 10 per cent. This is called a death tax. Then 
all legacies left by the will are taxed 15 per cent. 
Here the government seizes 25 per cent. of the es- 
tates left by a decedent. In other words, four 
deaths turn over to the government the whole value 
of an estate in Great Britain.

Coalinga Visitor Tells How Union at : 
Cripple Creek, Colo, Aided 
 Lawbreakers. 


J. A. McKnight of Coalinga, for- 
merly of Denver, is making his head- 
quarters at the Lankershim while in 
the city on mining business. Me- 
Knight, as he puts it himself, was the 
“angel” for the Cripple Creek Morn- 
ing Journal during the labor riots and 
dynamite outrages in that district, and 
his angel wings cost him $7200. In 
the end he was forced to give up the 
paper to satisfy the claims of its em- 
ployés. 

“When the strike was first called, it 


day, and the paper was in sympathy 
with the miners,” said McKnight. “But 
after a few days the dynamiting be- 
gan. Representatives of the paper 
went to the miners and told them that 


paper would stick by the union, The 
offer was refused and every night after 
that there were threats of dynamiting 
the newspaper office.” 

McKnight is now giving his entire 
attention to mining and oil operations, 
and is enthusiastic over conditions in 
the Coalinga field.

FOREIGNERS SHIRK. 


Workmen on Panama Canal Take Ad- 
vantage of Contracts and Lose 
Efficiency. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May i1.--With a 
wiew to ending the inefficiency and 
practical. insubordination among the 
Spanish, Italian and Grecian laborers 
on the Isthmian Canal, Chairman 
Goethals has had to revolutionize the 
system under which European labor is 
employed there. He has given notice 
to the consuls from these countries 
that he intends to place the laborers 
from their respective countries on the 
same footing that Americans must 
labor on the canal. 

On account of the contractual obliga- 
tions, recognized by the canal commis- 
sion in importing European laborers, 
they have been permitted hitherto to 
retain their special checks which en- 
titled them to receive 20 cents an hour, 
American currency, even though their 
services were unsatisfactory. 

This has resulted in the European 
laborers deliberately reducing the out- 
put of their work to such an extent 
that all the superintendents and fore- 
men are unanimously of the opinion 
that the efficiency of contract r is 
much less than a year ago. 

In addition, several instances verg- 
ing on insubordination have resulted 
from the leniency, the Europeans 
ing removed from feaf of dismissal. 

Col. Goethals has announced that 
henceforth European contract labor 
will have their special contracts re- 
voked, just as Americans, in case their 
services are unsatisfactory. 

In such event they may be reém- 
ployed at wages commensurate with 
the services rendered, or may be de- 
nied work entirely.

ANNEXATION REQUIREMENTS OF 
WILMINGTON TOLD, 
Los Angeles Is Expected to Vote 
Bonds to Amount of Three-quarters 
ef a Million and Give Sufficient 
Guarantee Regarding Harbor im- 
provements. | 


WILMINGTON, May 10.—The con- 
solidation movement is in full force. 
It has become a question now alone 
as to whether Los Angeles will carry 
out any agreement which the consoli- 
dation committee of that city may 
make with the people of Wilmington. 
It is reduced to a question of bargain 
and sale and what price will be paid 
for the property which Wilmington 
can deliver and what guarantee can be 
given that the * of Los Angeles 
will pay the ce after this city de- 
livers the . 

The local Consolidation Committee, 
since the visit of the Los Angeles com- 
mittee here last Saturday, has mapped 
out its plan of operations. At a meet- 
ing last night it formulated a series 
of questions to be put to Los Angeles, 
which are in fact demands as a condi- 
tion of annexation. The basis of these 
is the amount of water frontage which 
Wilmington owns which is clear of all 
claims, by corporations or individuals. 
This consists of thirty-seven acres 
Suitable for factory sites and about 
6000 feet of dockage room which is now 
in process of \development by dredging 
channels and filling in. Outside of this, 
there is not a foot of harbor frontage 
tied up in the litigation 
brought by Los Angeles herself againg 
the tide land claimants. 

To develop this, this city has voted 
bonds to the arnount of $100,000, and is 
now engaged in dredging. Estimating 
the value of this property after this 
dredging is done, on the basis of that 
which Long Beach proposes to pay for 
about 2000 feet of frontage and five 
acres of filled land, which is $260,000, 
the amount which Wilmington will ask 
for her 6000 feet and thirty-seven acres, 
which is simply the cost of develop- 
ment work, is considered reasonable. 

The questions which will be pu 


duced to a simple statement, thus: 
For the full development of the east 
basin by Los Angeles as a condition 
of annexation and for the improvement 
of the four streets required by Los 
Angeles an amount of about $500, 
will be required. Thie will melude 
dredging of channels to a depth of 
twenty-five feet from the turning basin 
to the foot of E street, about 4000 feet 
long and 300 feet wide; the turning 
basin at Water street between Fries 
and Canal streets, 1800 feet: a channel 
from Canal to Banning, 1500 feet: con- 
structing bulkheads and wharves on 
the channel dredged and the macad- 
amizing of Fries, Canal and Banning 
streets from Seventh to the water 
front, and of Seventh street from the 
lumber min to Vermont avenue, and 
also the continuation of the county 
boulevard which enters this city at J 
street On any street which may be se- 
lected hereafter. 

The full amount that will be asked 
for the development of these projects, 
— with a safe margin, will be 


Other demands are: That Los Angeles 
shall give the same guarantee to Wil- 
mington that she has given to San Pe- 
dro in the matter of securing terminal 
rates for the whole inner harbor, after 
connection is applied; that if Wil- 
mington consents to be annexed, Los 
Angeles will continue the work of de- 
velopment immediately thereafter: 
that Los Angeles shall refund to the 
people the $100,000 for which they are 
bonded to develop the harbor by per- 
mitting the revenue from the wharves 
to be applied on this: that Los Angeles 
will at once improve the four streets 
as named; that she will expend all the 
funds raised from municipal taxation 
of Wilmington property for the benefit. 
of this city; that she will at once pro- 
vide for ample fire and police protec- 
tion and a free public library and for 
refunding any money which Wilming- 
ton might bond herself to expend in 
the improvement of the east basin: 
that she will give a sufficient guarantee 
that the required bonds will be valid 
before annexation takes place. 

The crucial point of it all is in the 
question, what guarantee can the Los 
Angeles Consolidation Committee or 
business associations which they repre- 
sent, give to Wilmington that their 
ple will actually vote the $750,000 
nds for the purposes specified after 
Wilmington has surrendered every- 
thing. In case of a failure of this, 
Wilmington would be left absolutely 
helpless and all her possessions taken 
from her. All that her people want Is 
a square deal and a sufficient guaran- 
tee, not a mere promise on the part of 
individuals of associations that this 
work will be done, and at once, if con- 
solidation is effected.

WEDDING OF TWO CITIES HAS 
ITS OBJECTORS. : 


They Say It's Equivalent to Mar- 
riage of Quarreling. Couple—Santa 
Monica People Piedge Themselves 
to Fight Against Movement—Com- 
mittee Appofnted. 


SANTA MONICA, May 11.—Residents 
who object to the consolidation of 
Ocean Park with this city assembled 
this evening at the City Hall for the 
purpose of discussing ways and means 
of opposing the wedding of the two 
cities. L. B. Goodrich was made chair- 
man and J. J. Seymour, secretary. 

Mr. Goodrich likened the two cities 
to a quarreling couple who had been 
advised by outsiders to marry for the 
purpose of bringing the quarrel to an 
end. He thought if consolidation were 
good for two, it would be good for 
three, and suggested the taking in of 
Sawtelle; and if consolidation were 
good for three, why not go in with 
the fourth—Los Angeles? 

Roy Jones said Santa Monicans were 
satisfied with present conditions, and 
opposed consolidation for the reason 
that the interests of the two cities 
were different. Santa Monica had 
bought and paid for many of the - 
cessities and betterments and improve- 
ments which the newer city required. 
He wanted them to get what they 
wanted in their own way and time, un- 
hampered by consolidation. 

Rev. J. D. H. Browne opposed the 
merger because he believed consolida- 
tion would not be for the best inter- 
ests of Santa Monica. He could see no 
mutual interests between the two cit- 
jes, and thought it strange that Los 
Angeles orators should be imported 
by the consolidation committee to tel 
the Santa Monica people how they 
should conduct their own bus!ness and 
how they should vote on local affairs. 
He said in this instance union was 
not strength, and that consolidation 
meant business and commercial ven- 
tralization at the geographical center 
of the consolidated city. In his opin- 
ion. consolidation would cause Third- 
street business property to shrink 
from 25 to 50 per cent., and residence 
property fully as much. He said con- 
solidation was a will-o'-the-wisp, and 
that the interests of the two cities 
were not identical. ‘ 

J. C. Steele said the cry for consoli- 
dation came from a very small num- 
ber of people in the vicirity of Pier 
avenue. He was sure it would be de- 
feated in both cities. - ; 

J. M. White of Venice said the time 
was not ripe for consolidation and it 
was only another * the tall at- 
tempting to wag the dos. 

H. X. Goetz thought it would be a 

mistake to annex. He opposed cen- 
tralization, as it would injure the city, 
He called the free mail delivery vie- 
tory of Santa Monica a death blow 
to consolidation. The attempt to con- 
solidate was an effort to whip Abbot 
Kinney, and he did not think Santa 
Monica should be drawn into that po- 
litical fight.
